Oppenheimer Is 
Discouraging 
Public Hearing 


WASHINGTON, (UP) — Dr. J. 


Robsrt Oppenheimer is discourag- 
ing his fellow 
scientists 
f r o m 


demanding that the loyalty charg- 
es against him be aired publicly, 
it was learned today. 


Many colleagues and friends of 


the physicist are opposed to the 
present secret hearings before a 
special security board of the Ato- 
mic Energy Commission. 


They would like to see a public 


investigation—preferably 
before 


the House-Senate Atomic Energy 
committee—so the nation would be 
able to weigh the charges of pro- 
Communist against Oppenheimer's 
record in master minding develop- 
ment of the atomic bomb. 
. But an informed sourse revealed 
Oppeheimer does not favor this 
course. He fears is might develop 
into a sensational gind of trial in 
which the issues 
could 
become 


blurred. 


Oenheimer, 
the 
source said, 


chose to fight the charges against 
him according to the progressing 
called for under AEC reulations.

The Christmas story is only 
a 


part of the full story that .had its 
climax in the Resurrection, and 
no part, or even incident, in the 
life and ministry of Jesus can be 
properly considered except in the 
light of the great triumph and ful- 
fillment. 


This is particularly true of the 


dark and tragic scenes in the life 
of Jesus. Not all the beauty of His 
wbrds and acts,' the gentleness of 
blessing children, the environment 
of fields and green pastures could 
suppress the tradogy at Calvary if 
all had ended at the Cross. 


That hour of darkness and suf- 


fering would have overshadowed all 
that had gone before. 


Not all the hope and happiness 


of former scenses and experiences 
could 
dispel ' the 
overwhelming 


gloom of the disciples as they saw 
their Master led away to be cru- 
cified. 


Said one of them (Luke 24), "We 


trusted that it had been He, who 
should have redeemed Israel." For 
them a glorious dream had vanish- 
ed. 


Then came new faith, hope, po- 


wer,- vision — and enthusiasm — 
as the dream became a reality, and 
humble disciples were transformed 
into .world leaders — going forth to 
preach the gospel to every creature 
(Mark 10:15), and making disciples 
of all nations (Matthew 28:19,20.1. 


it is in the light of what happen 


ed to those disciples that we must 
see the reality and power of the 
Resurrection. 


There is a great need that Chris- 


tians everywhere should find re 
newed faith and vision in the ex- 
perience of those early disciples. 
We 
are 
living in a world upon 


which gloom, 
such as that which 


fell upon Calvary, in many ways 
still surounds us. 


The dreams and hopes of peace, 


the ongoing conquest of the world 
by the Master,have been shocked 
by wars and violence, by hatreds 
and by the spirit and actions of an- 
ti-Christ, as real as the hatreds and 
violence that sent Jesus to the 
Cross. 


We, also, might in disillusionment 


and discouragement, as did the dis- 
ciples. But we must go on to their 
experience of new-born faith, and 
hope, and above all of ongoing life 
and works in devotion to the Christ 
and the fulfillment of the commis- 
sion He has given to all who .would 
follow Him. 


It is the Living Christ, of the Re- 


surrection who must be our inspir- 
ation and our guide. It is the Liv- 
ing Christ of the Resurrection who 
must be the Light of the World in 
a world of so much darkness.
